Pans, Aug. 17.—A special edition 


of the Figaro, just issued, exposes 
another alleged forgery in the Drey- 
fus case, by publishingthe folowing 
telegram from Ems: 


"The letter of November 30, 1897, 


attributed to me, and reproduced in 
the Figaro of August 16, 1899, is a 
forgery. 
Schneider." 


The letter refered to was one from 


Schneider, the Austrian military at- 
tache at Paris, in which he was al- 
leged to have said Schwartzkoppen 
and Paniccardi. respectively the Ger- 
man and Italian attaches, were try- 
ing to make out that it was not Drey- 
fus who was giving them informa- 
tion and adding that he had no be- 
lief in the protestations. M. Cavaig- 
nac, the former minister of war, in 
his testimony, made a great point of 
this. 


Commenting on the forgery, 
the 


Figaro says: 


"We are sending this telegram to 


Colonel Jouaust, president of 
the 


court martial, who, certainly, will 
not hesitate to call 
upon

Mercier, General Roget and others 
to explain how they came to make 
such a great point of this forgery in 
their evidence." 


RATHER 
A 
QUIET DAY. 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE TRIAL AT 


RENNES. 


Rennes, Aug. 17.—With the usual 


attendance and without any note- 
worthy incident, the second trial by 
court martial of Captain Dreyfus, of 
the artillery, charged with treason, 
was resumed this morning in the 
Lycee. 


Previous to the opening of the pro- 


ceedings, it became known that 
Maitre Labor!, leading counsel for 
Dreyfus, who w°s wounded in the 
back from ambush on Monday, was 
slightly worse today. His physicians 
have not yet extracted the bullet; 
his fever continues to increase, and it 
is not believed he will be able to at- 
tend court Monday. Consequently 
Maitre Monard, counsel for the Drey- 
fus family before the court of cassa 
tlon in the trial revision proceedings 
has been summoned to replace M. La- 
bori until such time as the latter is 
able to resume conduct of the case. 


BRIGHTER FOR DREYFUS. 


However, in spite of the difficulties 


encountered by the defense, today's 
session of the court opened with 
brighter prospects for the prisoner, 
as M. Demange, of counsel for de- 
fense, evidently came primed with 


suppressed titters went around the 
court room when M. Demange cor- 
nered him. Finally, General Roget 
became quite red in the face and 
answered M. Demange in a hollow 
voice, contrasting strangely with his 
confident tone of yesterday. 


Then came a witness who proved to 


be a splendid reinfoi cement for Drey- 
fus. 
It was M. Bertullus, the exam- 


ining magistrate who leceived the 
ate Colonel Henry's confession of 
forgery. 


STBOKE FOR DEFENSE. 


In almost inaudible tones, owing 


to hoarseness, M. Bertullus gave his 
testimony, which was a veritable 
speech for the defense. 


Coming from a man of the high 


egal reputation of M. Bertullus, this 
evidence raised the hopes of the 
Dreyfusards immensely and it appar- 
mtly made a deep impression on the 
members of the couit. 
' 


M. Jaurez, the socialist leader, who 


was among those present in court, re- 
marked on the conclusion of the 
magistrate's testomony: 


This is the first time the truth 


\nd the whole truth has been told be- 
'ore the judges." 


Dreyfus displayed the keenest in- 


;erest in the statements of M. Ber- 
ullus, seeming completely absorbed 
n his words and straining forward 
o catch every syllable. 


After a brief confrontation of M. 


Bertullus and Mme. Henry, widow of 
Lieutenant Colonel Henry, Colonel 
Picquart, former chief of the intelli- 
;ence bureau of the war office, was 
called. 
He gave his evidence in a 


oud, 
resonant voice and created a 


profound impression. 


TESTIMONY IN DETAIL. 


The following is the testimony in 


detail: 


General Roget, in resuming his tes- 
imony, criticized the surveillance in- 
augurated by Colonel Picquart over 
lieutenant Colonel Heniy. This sur- 
veillance, he said, lasted several 
months and included the intercep- 
ion of letters addressed to Ester- 
hazy. There had also been searches 
of Henry's house during his absence. 
All these measures, the witness as- 
serted, were carried out without the 
authorization of the minister of war, 
who was not even informed of them. 


Moreover, he asseited, the investi- 


gations were carried on at the ex- 
pense of the secret service fund. 


The witness also objected to Col- 


onel Picquart's methods of watching 
Mme, 
Pays. 
DEFENDS ESTERHAZY. 


In regard to Esterhazy, General 


Roget admitted the former was a 
gambler and an immoral character. 
But, 
he aserted: 


While I have acknowledged his 


little failings, I nevertheless main- 
tain he has been the victim of abom- 
inable persecution." 


General Roget next spoke of the at- 


tempt at Belfoit 
of Quenilley, de- 


claring that Picquait cooked up the 
allegations of spying against Quenil- 
ley in order to attract to himself the 
approval of his supeiiors. 


The witness then dwelt upon the 


alleged devises of Dreyfus to pro- 
cure information 
from the various 


bureaus in regard to the mobiliza- 
tion and concentration 
of troops, 


pointing out that while intelligent 
and industrious, Dreyfus was "far 
too inquisitive in matters which did 
not concern him, to the detriment of 
his proper duties." 


Replying to a question of the court. 


General Roget said that so far as he 
knew, Dreyfus had only once been 
given an imaginary task as a test. 


The prisoner listened intently to 


the witness, his 
self-control con- 


trasting remarkably with his excite- 
ment of yesterday.

CBASHING. 


HE FIRST SHOT AT HIS WIFE 


TBAGEDY OCCURRED IN BARN 


ON BAKER STREET. 


DOMESTIC TROUBLE A CAUSE 


DECEASED WAS A WELL KNOWN 


BARBER. 


Following an attempt to murder 


his wife, Charles T. Futter, a barber, 
lesiding at 108 Baker street, fired a 
bullet through his own brain about 
12:30 o'clock this afternoon. 
The 


wife was uninjured, but Futter died 
a few minutes later. 


The terrible tragedy was enacted 


in the barn at the Futter home, and 
is the culmination of a period of de- 
spondency from which Futter has 
suffered for several days. 


DOMESTIC TROUBLES. 


Little was known of °uy liouble 


existing between Futter and his 
wife, but last Tuesday Mrs. Futter 
filed an application for a divorce. 
This fact, together with gossip which 
had reached his ears, had made the 
man very despondent, and to friends 
he had stated that he could not 
stand it. 


Futter was a barber and for thir- 


was spent. 


A large crowd is in attendance at 


the Reformed Orphans' picnic this 
afternoon. 
Several wagons loaded 


with people went from the different 
Reformed churches of the city and 
large crowds of people went by the 
cars.

The latter resumed his deposition on 
the opening of the court, dealing 
with the theft of Esterhazy's letter 
from Mademoisellee Pays. A num- 
ber of the counsel's shots struck the 
bull's eye and made the general 
squirm in his seat. 


Unfortunately, M. Demange is not 


yet in a position to go thoroughly 
over the whole ground of this wit- 
ness' deposition. General Roget will 
probably be called to the 
stand 


later. 


R03ET IN ILL TEMPER. 


General Roget was unable to con- 


ceal his annoyance and anger when 
M. Demange scored. The witness' 
fingers twitched nervously and he 
frequently turned for consolation to- 
wards Generals Bilot and Zurlinden 
former ministers of war, who occu- 
pied the witnesses' seats behind him 
The general also threw glances of 
savage resentment at the audience 
when, as happened several time 


the campaign said to be organizing 
against him. 
The general said he 


believed the forged "Speranza" let- 
ters were either written by Du Paty 
de Clam or instigated by him. Wit- 
ness said he had not acted against 
Du Paty de Clam because he saw 
nothing culpable in what he done to 
save Esterhazy. 


With referrence to the "document 


liberateur," a document forged in or- 
der to secure the release of Esterhazy 
when he was rourt martialed. Gen- 
eral Roget said he only knew how it 
reached the ministry of war, adding 
that its disappearance 
from 
that 


ministry was a mystery. 
But. he 


said, doubtless 
Du Paty de Clam 


could explain the matter. 


Council for the defense here want- 


ed to know how, under such circum- 
stances, Du Paty de Clam's interven- 
tion in behalf of Esterhazy could be 
explained. 


But the witness conld only attrib- 


teen years he has bsen in the employ 
of D. R. Benninghoff, who conducts 
the shop in the Harmon hotel. Fut- 
ter worked at his chair until 10 
o'clock this morning,and then passed 
out of the shop, saying he was going 
home. Nothing is now known of his 
whereabouts until after 12 o'clock, 
when he came down Baker street to- 
ward his home, walking at a rapid 
pace. The home is at the corner of 
Ewing street, and he turned down 
Ewing street and apparently entered 
the house from the rear. A few mo- 
ments later neighbors heard two 
shots, and Clem Rekers and Harry 
Hogan. with others, rushed to the 
scene. 


WAS SEATED IN A CHAIR. 
It was soon learned that the shots 


had proceeded from the barn, and on 
entering the stable Mr. Rekers found 
Futter seated upon a chair, his head 
drooping upon his breast and a bul- 
let wound in his head. Upon the 
floor where it had dropped from his 
hand lay a revolver of the bull-dog 
pattern, 38-calibre, from which two 
shots had been fired. The deadly 
weapon had been held in the left 
hand and Futter had fired the bul- 
let into the left side of his head, just 
back of the temple. It passed com- 
pletsly through the head, and was 
later found upon the floor at the left 
side of the man, where it had doubt- 
less rebounded after striking the op- 
posite side of the barn. 


A large crowd soon gathered, and 


physicians were soon upon the scene. 
Mr. Rekers had placed the injured 
man upon the floor, with' an impro- 
vised pillow beneath his head, but it 
was evident from the first that the 
wound was a mortal one. The floor 
was soon in pools of blood, and the 
feeble gasping of the suicide, the 
blanched faces of the curious and ex- 
cited crowd made the scene a ghastly 
one. 
No efforts of the physicians 


could aid the man who had sought 
to end his life in a tiagic manner, 
and in little more than half an hour 
from the time he fired the shot he 
breathed his last. Futter never re- 
gained consciousness. 
He was deaf 


to the* calls of the first persons upon 
the scene, and at no timp ga^e any 
indications of being sensible to what 
was going on about him. 


WIFE WOULD NOT TALK. 


The stricken 
wife could not be 


seen, but from oflttcers who W*T soon 
presnet it was learned that as Futter 
reached home his wife was in the 
barn watering the horse. Tha hus- 
band went directly there, and en- 
gaged in conversation with her. 
It 


is said he told her if she would not 
withdraw her application for divorce 
there would be trouble for both of 
them. Mrs. Futter, it is said, refused 


deed some hours before it was com- 
mitted. 
This morning he visited 


Goldstein's second-hand store at the 
corner of Lewis and Calhoun streets, 
and wanted to borrow a revolver, ex- 
plaining that the dogs had been 
bothering him at home and he want- 
ed to kill them. Mr. Goldstine was 
busy and told him to come later 
when he would have cartridges for 
a certain weapon of the bull-dog pat- 
tern. About 12 o'clock Futter came 
back and Mr. Goldstine loaned him 
the 
revolver. 
Futter 
probably 


pulled the trigger three times, as 
one cartridge between the two that 
were discharged carries a 
mark 


where the hammer snapped against 
it. 
WIFE'S DIVORCE COMPLAINT. 
Only two days ago Mrs. Futter 


filed an application for divorce in the 
circuit court. In the complaint she 
stated that the husband had often 
threatened her and she was afiaid of 
him. She was desirous, too, of bring- 
ing surety of peace proceedings, but 
this she abandoned. 
The wife also 


asked for $1,500 alimony. Breen & 
Morris were her attorneys. 


WAS VERY DESPONDENT. 


Clem Rekers, who lived near the 


Futter home, knew the dead man in- 
timately and on Tuesday held a con- 
versation with him. Futter at that 
time was very despondent and in re- 
sponse to Mr. Rekers' inquiry, said: 
"I have a lot of trouble." He re- 
cited something of his troubles to 
Mr. Rekers and expressed the belief 
that it would be better if both him- 
self and his wife were out of the way, 
threatening to kill her and then him- 
self. Mr. Rekers remonstrated with 
aim and Futter finally seemed to be 
in a better frame of mind, and 
saying: "Clem, I'll not do it." To- 
day, as Mr. Rekers was going to his 
dinner, he says Mrs. Futter came 
out of the house and inquired if he 
!iad seen anything of her husband, 
saying that he had not come home to 
dinner and that she was afraid; that 
he had made threats against her. 
Mr. Bekers had not seen Futter to- 
day and passed on to his own home. 
He had hardly seated himself at the 
table when he was startled by the 
reports of the revolver. 


COMPLAINED OF ILLNESS. 


Mr. Benninghoff, his 
employer, 


says that Futter seemed despondent 
and complained of illness for several 
days. 
On Tuesday Futter did not 


work; yesterday he worked a part of 
the day, including all of last even- 
ing, though complaining of illness. 
This morning he talked with 
his 


employer, and while very despond- 
ent, there was nothing in either his 
actions or his words that foreshad- 
owed the terrible tragedy that was 
to occur within a few hours. 


WAS WELL ESTEEMED. 


Futter was a son of Mr. and Mrs. 


Martin Putter, who resides at 192 
West Superior street, and was thirty- 
seven years of age. 
His 
wife was 


Miss Carrie Myers, a daughter of the 
late Fred 
Meyers, and 
they were 


married sixteen years ago. But one 
child was born to them, a son, who 
died at the age of seven years. Fut- 
ter was a man of good habits, so far 
as can be learned, and his employer 
and associates 
all speak highly of 


him.

the Swazis, who are under the pro- 
tection of the Boers, are likely to go 
on the warpath at 
any 
moment. 


Worse than r.ll, the Bnsutos. in Ba- 
sutoland, hereditary enemies of the 
Dutch, are with difficulty prevented 
from making war on their own ac- 
count. 
This is especially hard, as 


Mi. Chamberlain has promised 
in 


parliament that he will 
not 
use 


blacks to fight whites. 


It is estimated that it might take 


ten thousand British troops to hold 
these eager Basutos in check, while 
the lest of General Butler's forces 
were fighting their, and his, enemies.

E FIRST SHOT AT HIS WIFE 


RAGEDY OCCURRED IN BARN 


ON BAKER STREET. 


OMESTIC TROUBLE A CAUSE 


ECEASED WAS A WELL KNOWN 


BARBER. 


Following an attempt to murder 
is wife, Charles T. Futter, a barber, 
isiding fit 108 Bnker street, fired a 
ullet through his own brain about 
2:30 o'clock this afternoon. The 
ife wns uninjured, but Futter died 
few minutes later. 
The terrible tragedy was enacted 
i the barn at the Futter home, and 
the culmination of a period of de- 
jondciicy from which Futter lias 
uffered for several days. 


DOMESTIC TROUBLES. 


Little was known of ?ny trouble 
xisting between Futter nnd his 
ife, but last Tuesday Mrs. Futter 
ed an application for a divorce. 
3is fact, together with gossip which 
ad reached his ears, had made the 


very despondent, and to friends 


e had stated that lie could not 
and it. 
Futter was a barber and for thir- 
en years he has bsen in the employ 


D. R. Benninghoff. who conducts 


ic shop in the Harmon hotel. Fut- 
r worked at his chair until 10 
clock this morn in g,and then passed 
ut of the shop, saying ho was going 
ome. 
Nothing is now known of his

conviction of Esterhazy's innocence. 
'In any case," said the general, "the 
jeneral staff must be entirely disas- 
sociated with the part played by Du 
Paty de Clam in this matter." 


Certainly," replied M. Demnage. 
'I attach great importance to this 


point," was the general's next re- 
mark. 


COENEBING ReGET. 


M. Deraange assented to this, but 


ad'led: "What I would like to know 
is, how an innocent man like Ester- 
hazy was thought to need this kind 
of help?" 
(Laughter). 


It is certain I should not have 


done it," answered 
the witness, 


which caused renewed laughter. 


General Boget then added that al- 


though he would not have intervened 
himself to save Esterhazy he did not 
consider the course followed "as be- 
ing reprehensible." 


M. Demange then questioned the 


witness as to what he thought of 
Esterhazy's attempt to obtain from 
an agent a declaration that he had 
nothing to do with the affair, to 
which the general replied that he 
knew nothing of such an attempt. 
But. when M. Demauge read General 
Benouard's report on the subject 
Boget admitted that Esterhazy's at- 
tempt was "certainly a curious pro- 
ceeding for an innocent man to un- 
dertake.** 


Counsel thereupon invited the spe- 


cial attention of the court-martial to 
the witness' reply. Then he took the 
general to task for playing, yester- 
day, the part of general accusei-, par- 
ticularly towards Colonel Picquart. 


FALSIFIED DOCUMENTS. 


During the course of his remarks 


M. Demange referred to the docu- 
ment known as "Petit Bleu" and the 
erasures in it. The general admitted 
the erasures might have been made 
with the view of giving the docu- 
ment n suspicious appearance. But, 
lie intimated, Picquurt made the 
erasures and reinserted the name of 
Esterhazy after taking the photo- 
graph exhibited before the court of 
cassation. 


Counsel insisted the 
falsification 


occurred after the "Petit Bleu ' left 
Picquart's hands and demanded fur- 
ther explanations from the witness. 


The general, however, said lie was 


unable to testify as to who falsified 
the document, or why it was done, 
but he did not think it was done 
with the view of compromising Pic- 
quart. 


At this juncture there was a little 


sparring between M. Demange and 
Major Carricrc, the representative of 
the government in th*» case. 
The 


former desired information in regard 
to the. espionage meeting at Basic, 
Switzerland, the recall, on account of 
peculation of an agent named La- 
joule, who was corresponding with a 
certain foreign agent. 
Major Car- 


i-iere objected to the discussion of the 
subject at this stage, for, lie said, it 
would be contrary to the spirit of dis- 
cipline for the general 
to di 


these details. 


The president of the court upheld 


the protest of the government rep- 
resentative and M. Demange contin- 
ued

examination 
of

Rogct. 


••Hou- was it you knew," counsel 


asked the witness, "that £00,000 
francs was offered Esterhazy if In 
would confess to being the avthoi 
of the bordereau?" 
HEARD IT FBOM ESTERHAZY. 


"I heard it," the witness replied, 
from the court of enquiry whicli 


tried Esterhazy, and from Esterhazy 
himself." 


Ah," exclaimed counsel. 
"It was 


Esterhazy who said it. 
Just so." 


(Laughter). 


'•Why was his residence searchedP" 


M. Demange then asked, and the gen- 
eral answered: 


"Esterhazy, at one time, had the 


document 
containing 
the 
words, 


'cette canille de—* and might, there- 
fore, have had others." 


"You admit, then," asked M. De- 


mnnge. "that lie might have had in- 
teresting documents?" 


"When one is conducting an in- 


quiry,'- said the witness, "he must 


ect anything and search accord- 


ingly." 


"Admitting." counsel then said, 


'that Esterhnzy was the agent of the 
Dreyfus family and that he hud 
tgreed to assume, as suggested, the 
n'isoner's guilt, how do yon explain 
the fact, that Esterhazy, upon sev- 
eral occasions, wrote statements cal- 
culated to compromise the case of 
Dreyfus?" 


'With Esterhazy," replied General 


loget, "one can never be sure of any- 
thing-. (Laughter). He is such an 
txtvaordiiinry fellow. I do not know 
what he may be doing today, nor 
vhat he will rlo tomorrow.*' 


CONVULSED THE COUBT. 


These statements of the general 


Convulsed the court with laughter, 
vhich seemed to irritate the witness, 
who was growing nervous under the 
curdling examination of counsel. 
Turning to Dreyfus, General Boget 


Tied in a loud voice: 


"I know very well that if I was ac- 


:used of an act of treason which I 
md not committed I should find ar- 
guments with which to defend my- 
lelf." 


This assertion evoked murmurs, 


but the general shguted: "Why does 
he deny 
even the most obvious 


things." 


M. Demauge shrugged his shoul- 


ders and ejaculated: 
"Ah." 


DREYFUS MAKES DENIAL. 


The prisoner, however, rose and 


emphatically 
denied 
point 
blank 


some of the general's evidence. He 
said he never traced on a map any 
plan of concentration or mobilization, 
nor even had any knowledge of the 
details of those movements, nor of 
the plan for the distribution of the 
various regiments throughout the de- 
partments. 


Let us," added Dreyfus, '-under- 


stand one another in regard to what 
is meant. I assert that I did not 
know in its details o£ the plan of con- 
centration. In regard to the circum- 
stances dwelt upon before'you yester- 
day, there was nothing precise stated. 
There was nothing but argument." 


The audience here gave vent to ex- 


pressions of assent and dissent. 


M. Bertullus, the examining mag- 


istrate, wns the next witness. There 
had been lively anticipations of an 
interesting confrontation. The mag- 
istrate inquired into 
the 
charges 


made against Esterhazy by his coun- 
sel, Christian, and it was expected 
that Bertullus would be confronted 
with General Roget, who so tartly 
criticised the magistrate yesterday. 
But the president of the court in- 
vited M. Bertullus to proceed with 
his deposition. 


The witness spoke in a low, husky 


voice, which was almost unintelli- 
gible to the court and counsel. 
He 


was ineffectually urged to raise his 
voice. 


FLAW IN THE DOSSIEE. 


M. Bertullus described how Major 


Ravary asked his assistance in ex- 
amining the secret dossier at 
the 


Cherche Midi prison and how, after 
he had learned the contents of the 
documents, he declared 
to 
Major 


Bavary that there was a flaw in the 
dossier which would occasion the col- 
lapse of the whole case. 
The wit- 


ness explained that he meant the 
"petit bleu." 


It must be proved, lie told the ma 


jor. that the "petit bleu" 
was 
a 


forgery and the work of Colonel Pic- 
quart, and that so long as that wns 
not proved the case could not hold. 
Continuing, M. Bertullus recapitu- 
lated the evidence he had given be- 
fore the court of cassation, his in- 
vestigation into Du Paty de Clam's 
connection with the "Speranza" and 
"Blanche" telegrams, and the favor- 
able impression he had acquired of 
Colonel Picquart's honesty 
during 


the course of the inquiry. 


Witness related the story of Colo- 


nel Picquart's dismissal from 
the 


army and Picquart's denunciation ol 
Esterhazy and Pnty Du Clam, and 
dwelt exhaustively on his laborous 
inquiry into the 
charges 
against 


Esterhnzy, describing 
the 
papers 


found at the residence of Mile. Pays 
where Esterhazy sought refuge. 


THE HENRY INTERVIEW. 


M. Bertullus then related the not- 


able interview between himself and 
Lieutenant Colonel Henry July 18, 
1898, shortly before 
Henry 
com- 


mitted suicide. 


Tliis, naturally, was a painful re- 


cital for Madame Henry, the widow, 
who was much distressed and wepl 
silently as the dramatic scene, when 
Bertullus and Henry proceeded 
to 


seal up the seized papers, was de- 
picted. 


The magistrate repeated the whole 


story with emphasis and it had a 
great effect upon the audience. 


After recapitulating his other evi- 


dence before the court of cassation, 
M. Bertullus energetically affirmed 
his belief in the innocence of Drey- 


fus. 


He declared the bordereau was in 


three pieces and not in little bits. 
He also said it did not reach the war 
office by the ordinary channels. 


" THERE WAS NO MOTIVE. 
M. Bertullus also said his belief 


in the innocence of Dreyfus was also 
based on documents in the 
secret 


dossier which he had seen. But what, 
above all. confirmed the witness in 
his belief was the entire absence of 
a motive which, could have tempted 
Dreyfus to commit such a crime. 


"Without motive,'" 
emphatically 


declared the experienced magistrate, 
"there was no crime." 


The earnestness with which M. 


Bertullus insisted upon the innocence 
of the accused created a profound im- 
pression, upon his hearers. 
BELIEVES DREYFUS INNOCENT. 


"You hove bftftn told," he said, 
that Dreyfus is guilty. For myself, 
[ believe, and believe profoundly, in 


s innocence. If I come here to tell 


you so. you will understand that it is 
jecause my conscience tells me that, 
n so doing, I am performing a duty, 
an absolute duty. The court of cas- 
sation has declared the borderau to 
be the work of Esterhazy. Now, the 
court of cassation is the supreme au- 
thority in all matters of justice in 
France." (Sensation). 


At this juncture there was a brief 


suspension of the session. 


When it was resumed M. Bertullus 


was recalled, but he had little to add 
of an interesting character. 


When the prisoner was asked if he 


desired to put any questions to the 
witness, he answered in the nega- 
tive, 
| 


Madame Henry then ascended the | 


platform and, standing beside M. j 
Bertullus, she said: 
' 
| 


"On July 18, the day iny husband.1 


called on M. Bertullus, the colonel, : 
lu the course of a conversation that 
evening, told me he had a friendly 
and 
charming 
reception. 
He de- 


scribed, how the magistrate advanced 
to meet him and held out his arms. 
I said to my husband: 'Are you 
sure of this man? Are you sure he 
is sincere P I am very much afraid 
that his kiss was the kiss of a 
Judas." 


There was a great sensation in 


court at this statement 
of Mme. 


Henry. 
CALLS M. BEBTTTLLUS A JUDAS. 


"I was not wrong," she continued, 


amid the breathless interest of the 
court. "This man is indeed the Judas 
I imagined." 


Referring to the papers which ar- 


rived at the same time as the bor- 
derau, Mme. Henry said: 


"These papers were not all torn in 


a thousand pieces. I was able to 
note that personally. Letters often 
came entire. M. Bertullus has main- 
tained that everything arrived in 
pieces. That is false." 


The court here resounded with ex- 


clamations of surprise, and Madame 
Henry concluded: 


"I have nothing more to say." 
M. Bertullus said he did not de- 


sire to reply to Madame Henry, add- 
ing: 


"She is only n woman." 
MADAME GROWS FURIOUS. 
"I am not a woman." exclaimed 


Madame Henry, furiously. "I speak 
in the name of my husband." 


The incident caused great excite- 


ment in court. 


"Now shall I reply to mndame?" 


asked M. Bertullus. 


rShe is defending the nnmc of a 


dead man and that of her child" (re- 
newed sensation). 


After gazing steadfastly at M. Ber- 


tullus. who was greatly moved. Ma- 
dame Henry descended from the plat- 
form nnd took a seat beside General 
Zurlinden. 


M. Bertullus forthwith left 
the 


court. 


COLONEL PICQUART. 


Colonel Picquort was then called to 


the witness stand. 
He 
protested 


most firmly against all suspicion of 
having caused the disappearance of 
any document relating to 
Dreyfus. 


Documents had disappeared, but he 
was not connected with their dis- 
appearance. 
He also repelled with 


scorn the assertion that he had en- 
deavored to put another officer in the 
place of the real author of the bor- 
dereau. 


"It is true." the witness continued, 


"that the name of Captain Dorval 
being mentioned to in« as a danger- 
ous man. I had him -watched, and do 
you know, gentlemen, by whom Dor- 
val was denounced? 
By his own 


cousin." continued Picquart. "Major 
Du Paty de Clam" (sensation). 


Colonel Piequart then next pro- 


ceeded to reply to the various at- 
tacks made upon him. 


"These tactics." he said, "are evi- 


dently pursued with the object of 
lessening- the value of my 
testi- 


mony." 


The colonel next outlined his con- 


nection with Dreyfus at the military 
college and afterwards at the minis- 
try of war, where, owing to the anti- 
Semite prejudices of the general staff, 
he first appointed Dreyfus to a de- 
partment where probationers had no 
direct cognizance of the secret docu- 
ments. 


He then described the consterna- 


tion in the war office when the trea- 
son was discovered and the relief ex- 
perienced when it was thought the 
guilty person had been discovered. 


It was then the "witness discovered 


the similarity between the 
hand- 


writing of Dreyfus and that of the 
bordeau, and ne had recourse to Du 
Paty de Clam, "who was supposed to 
have 
graphological 
knowledge" 


(laughter). 


Then the witness declared he was 


quite ignorant 
of 
the 
confession 


Dreyfus is alleged to have made to 
Captain Lebrun-Renault. 


PICQUART'S DEFENSE. 


Continuing, Colonel Picquart 
de- 


fended himself against the charge 
that he had always directed his ef- 
forts towards the rehabilitation of 
Dreyfus. 
He said he had only di- 


rected the investigations made 
to 


that end when he became aware that 
the writings of Esterhazy and the 
bordereau were identical, and that, 
consequently, the charges 
against 


Dreyfus no longer existed. 


During the course of his deposition 


Colonel Picquart asked to be con- 
fronted with Major Du Paty de Clam 
and to be permitted "to deal with 
some of his peculiarities," 
which 


General Roget ascribed to Du Paty 
de Clam in the witness box. 


Next, the colonel examined 
the 


Bordereau and declared Dreyfus could 
not have disclosed part of it. 
Re- 


garding the Madagascar note, 
the 


witness disputed its value and said 
he did not believe it was a 
confi- 


dential note. He added that if Drey- 


fus, 
in his capacity of a probationer, 


iad asked the witness for the note 
ie would have handed it to him im- 
nediately. 
Therefore he, 
Picquart, 


was unable to understand the sen- 
,ence in the bordereau reading: 


"This document was very difficult 


.o obtain." 


SOME SENSATIONS. 


Colonel Pirqunrt then declared he 


had never seen Dreyfus copy 
the 


smallest document in the war office. 
In the opinion of the witness the de- 
partment where the bordereau was 
discovered 
ought 
to 
have 
been 


searched when the discovery 
was 


made. 
This, 'he explained, was the 


department in which Du Paty de 
Clam worked and that was the de- 
partment where he was working on 
the plan of the concentration of the 
troops and the Madagascar expedi- 
tion. He added: 


"Itwas in Major Du Paty de Clam's 


department that the search should 
have been made, or, rather, in his 
private room, where he worked sole- 
ly alone." (Sensation.) 


"Bu Paty de Clam," continued the 


witness, 
"had been uilty of grave 


imprudence in his having, contrary 
to the regulations, had confidential 
documents copied by simply secre- 
taries, non-commissioned officers and 
even private soldiers, 
whereas the 


rules required that he do such work 
alone. 


Then the witness described what 


he characterized as "the 
irregular 


steps" taken by General Mercier to 
accomplish the arrest of Dreyfus. 


Referring to the dictation test, the 


witness earnestly and emphatically 
affirmed that he saw no signs of per- 
tubation in the handwiiting of Drey- 
fus on that occasion and, moreover, 
shortly afterwards Du Paty de Clam 
admitted he had not found a fresh 
charge against Dreyfus. 
NOTHING 
AGAINST 
DREYFUS. 


"Beyond the bordeau," added the 


witness, "there was nothing against 
Dreyfus—absolutely nothing." 


His impression during; the inves- 


tigation, continued Colonel Picquart, 
was ihat the acquittal of the accused 
was probable, as the evidence was in- 
sufficient. 
Witness believed he had 


even told the minister of war that 
the condemnation 
of the 
accused 


could not be secured unless the court 
martial had been shown the secret 


i documents which it had been agreed 


i to submit to the court. 


I 
The colonel next declared that in 


I 1S94 he did not know the contents 


1 of the secret dossier, but he believed, 


i like all other officers, 
that it con- 


i tained frightful proofs against 
the 


1 prisoner. When he became acquaint- 
ed with its 
contents, 
however, he 


: found that his "earlier impressions 


f were entirely wrong." 
(Prolonged 


sensation.)

Picquart then recalled 
the vehe- 


ment 
protests of innocence 
with 


w.tich the prisoner had not ceased to 
make during all the phases of the de- 
gradations, solely by officers.

Later on the witness said he won-

MAGNIFICENT. 


j 
Colonel Picquart was 
magnificent 


i today as he marched into court, tal 
| and strongly built, dressed in a frock 
| coat and wearing the ribbon of the 


i Legion of Honor in his buttonhole 
His first words sounded through the 
court room like a trumpet blast, as he 
replied to the question of the presi- 
dent, giving his name, etc. 


His advent was like a fresh breeze, 


clearing away the atmosphere of the 
previous sittings. The colonel began 
his deposition in the high, resonant 
voice of a man determined to abide 
by every word uttered. He was pale, 
but had a look of grim determination 
on his face. He looked the members 
of the court martial straight in the 
eyes and immediately 
assumed 
a 


cold demeanor towards them, giving 
Colonel Jouaust, the president of the 
court, just such deference as the lat- 
ter could demand, but not a scrap 
more. 


The strength of character of Col- 


onel Picquart and the attitude he in- 
tended to adopt in court was shown 
at the outset, when, having been al- 
ready stopped by Colonel Jouausl 
from entering into certain explana- 
tions, he came to the reasons which 
entered the war office, and declared: 


"I am going to explain in a few 


words why I entered the war office," 
adding in a resolute tone, "and that 
will not be much." 


MASTER OF HIMSELF. 


Picquart spoke palpably under the 


influence

panied his statement with energetic 
gestures and with an intonation that 
brought out every point he wished to 
make, and he made many, as the in- 
cessant murmurs of approval from 
the audience showed. From the be- 
ginning to the end the testimony of 
the colonel was spoken without hesi- 
tation and his facts were arranged 
and submitted in lucid; unequivocal 
language, which was striking testi- 
mony to his finely wrought intelli- 
gence. He was very effective with 
some simple phrase, as, when repeat- 
ing the late Lieutenant Henry's the- 
atrical denunciation of the Dreyfus 
court martial, 
he turned 
towards 


Dreyfus, and, pointing to him with 
his finger, said: 


"Henry said it just as I am saying 


t now." 


GRAPHIC TESTIMONY. 


And every one in court today had 


the scene at once before their eyes. 
The strongest point made by Colonel 
Picquart was undoubtedly against 
Du Paty de Clam, on the latter's mo- 
tives in altering the date of the bor- 
dereau. Picquart's arguments and 
courageous attitude undoubtedly im- 
pressed the members of the court 
martial and elicited a continual rip- 
ple of admiration from the audience. 


But there was no demonstration 


either ,on his entering or leaving the 
court. Great precautions had been 
taken to prevent any attack upon 
Picquart. 
Cavalry

gendarmes kept the public a quarter 
of a mile from the court and the 
streets were swarming with police- 
men and detectives.

any moment. 


Worse than all. the Basutos. in Ba- 
sutolaiul. hereditary enemies of the 
Dutch, are with difficulty prevented 
from making war on their own ac- 


unt. 
This is especially hard, as 


Mr. Chamberlain has promised 
in 


parliament that he will 
not 
use 


blacks to fight whites. 


It is estimated that it might take 


ten thousand British troops to hold 
these eager Basutos in check, while 
the rest of General Butler's forces 
rere fighting their, and his, enemies. 
Altogether, unless Kruger and the 
colonial secretary can get together 
pretty soon and reach some basis of 
idjustment, the blacks are likely to 
rake the initiative and begin hos- 
tilities against either one or 
the 


other of the white elements, accord- 
ng; to their tribal grievances, mem- 
tries or location.

KENTUCKY ANTIS NOMINATE A 


STATE TICKET. 


John Young Brown Chosen to Lend 


the Fight on Louisville Tirket 


—Iowa Democrats. 


Lexington, Ky., Aug. 17.—From 


every county of the 119 composing 
the state but nine, one of the most 
remarkable gatherings of Kentuck- 
ians ever assembled in -the interest 
of any political cause within the 
borders of ihe state assembled in ac- 
cordance with the call of Chairman 
P. P. Johnston of the state central 
democratic committee for the pur- 
pose of nominating a full tirket to 
oppose the ticket nominated at Lou- 
isville in June and headed by Wil- 
liam Goebel. Over three thousand 
were in their seats in the convention 
hall, of whom over nine hundred 
were delegates. 


Resolutions adopted declare the 


Louisville nominees not nominpes of 
the democratic party; demand the 
enactment of a law giving force and 
effect to sec. 151 of the state consti- 
tution, which provides for depriva- 
tion of ofRce of any person who, to 
secure his nomination or election, has 
been guilty of the unlawful use of 
money or other things of value, or
